CENTRAL AMERICA. 


The United States of Colombia 
May Be Drawn Intothe War 
of the Republics. . 


An Incident Which Is Likely to 
Cause Further International 
Complications. 


Each Day Sees Fresh Revolts Against [the 
Government of Barrillas—Cempact of the 
States Leagued Against Salvader—Hor- 
rors of the Siave Trade in the South Seas— 
Trouble Among British Treops Statiened 
in Ireland—The Strike in Wales—A 
Plague ef Worms—Bismarck’s Views 
Unchanged—The Argentine Confedera- 
tion—Brief Notes of Events Abroad. 


San FRANCISCO, Aug. 14.—By the steamer 
San Juan, which arrived here last evening, 
it was learned thatthere issome likelihood 
of the United States of Colombia being mixed 
up in the Central American trouble before it 
is settled. The President of Costa Rica made 
the publicstatement recently that he would 
annex Costa Rica to Colombia before he 
would come into a Union of States under 
Barrillas. The feeling is everywhere very 
strong against Barrillas. Revolutions are 
springing up throughout the length and 
breadth of Guatemala. There are very few 
Americans in Central America at present. 

When the San Juan reached the Nicaraguan 
port of Corinto an incident occurred which 
may bring about international complications. 
The United States commercial agent at 
Corinto isa Guatemalan named Palazio. He 
is also the agent of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Co. Several days before the arrival of the 
San Juan an American named Post, a shrewd, 
intelligent man, arrived there, intending to 
take the steamer for Guatemala. In some way 
the steamship agent got the idea that Post 
was a spy sent out by Gen. Ezeta of San Sal- 
vador. When the San Juan arrived at 
Corinto, Post went on board, but was inter- 
cepted by Capt. McRae, who had previously 
been warned by the steamship 
agent. The Captain, according to 
the statements of passengers, took 
away arevolver from Post, and after firing 
the bullets into the water, banded the empty 
weapon backto him. He then ordered the 
man to get off the vessel, refusing him pas- 
sage to Guatemala. Post demanded as an 
American citizen to be curried to Guatemala, 
but both the Captain and the steamship agent 
at Corinto refused him passage. Mr. Reese, 
one of the passengers, stated that before go- 
on hoard Ane vessel Post nad trouble with 
Palazio. Reese and Post walked up the gang. 
plank together, and soon after two native 
policemen, under orders from Palazio, came 
on board in searchof Post. When the San 
Juan reached La Union and La Libertad, in 
San Salvador, some thirty or forty natives, 
who had been exiled to Honduras and Costa 
Rica by Menendez, disembarked to join Ezeta. 
They got On the steamer at Corinto. 


Central American Alliance. 

New York, Aug 14.—The understanding 
established among the Republics of Central 
America, which are engaged Ip the attempt to 
force Salvador into line, has not been definite- 
ly known until now. The following agree- 
ment entered into by them clearly explains 
the course of the war and the great efforts put 
forth by Gen. Ezeta to maintain his position: 

Integral text of the treaty between the four 
republics of Guatemala, Oosta Rica, Nicaragua 
and Honduras: P 

Enrique Martinez Sobral, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs of Gautemala, fully authorized 
by the President of the Republic, and Jose 
Marie Castro and Gilbertg Larios, Ministers 
Plenipotentiary of Costa Rica and Nicaragua, 
respectively, after having exhibited their 
credentials, which were found in proper 
form, and in conformity with instructions 
from their respective Governments had a 
conference for the purpose, as initiated by 
the Government of Guatemala, of contrib- 
uting with their influence toward a re-estab- 
lishment of tranquility and constitutional 
order inthe Republic of Salvador, and they 
agree to the following: 

Art. 1. The hian contracting parties bind 
themselves to recognize the legal regime in 
Salvador as soon as that regime shall be re- 
stored in conformity with the constitution 
existing before the events which took place 
on June 22 of this year. 

Art. 2. They also stipulate that the disarma- 
ment of the armies of Guatemala, Honduras 
and Salvader is to take place as soon as the 
de facto Government of Ezeta has ceased to 
exist and the constitutional Government has 
been re-established, said armies to be reduced 
to a peace footing. 

Art. 3. The withdrawal of Gen. Ezeta from 
power in Salvador being indispensable fer the 
restoration of constitutional order, the high 
contracting parties agree in demanding such 
withdrawal, guardnteeing him his lite and 
property and freedom to leave the country. 

Art. 4. If for the complete pacification of 
Salvador, and at the request of the legitimate 
Government, which will be secognized as 
stipulated, it should become necessary that 
the contracting republic should offer assist- 
ance, they will do so in manner and form 
most convenient, always subject to the 
present stipulations, that diplomatic body 
residing in Guatemala guarantecing com- 
pilapce therewith. 

Art. 5. The high contracting parties bind 
themselves to guarantee, as an immed

The Other Officers Elected—The New Com- 
mander’s Address at the Faneuil Hall 
Banquet Last Wight—Reception by Vet- 
erans at the Trement—The Old Guard’s 
Tribute te Sirs. Annie Gettysburg Veasey 
Walton—To-Day’s Session, 


Boston, Aug. 14.—-At the afternoon meeting 
of the G.A.R. yesterday officers were elected, 
the principal positions belug given to the 
East. It is said that this is part ot a plan to 
let the West have the encampment for three 
years—Detroit in 1891, Topeka in 1802, and 
Chicage in 1893. a 

Col. Wheelock G. Veasey of Vermont was 
elected OCommander-in-Chief; Richard F. 
Tobin was elected Senior Vice-Commander- 
in-Chief; George P. Creamer of Baltimore was 
elected Junior Vice-Commander-in-Chief. 

No action was taken on the positions of 
Surgeon-in-Chief and Uhaplain-in-Chief. 
Gen. Alger moved that the next encampment 
be held in Detroit. This was greeted with 
greatapplause. A Committee on Resolutions 
was also chosen, 

FANEUIL HALL BANQUET. 

The banquet of Gettysburg Post, 197, G. A. 
R., Department of Massachusetts, held in Fan- 
eull Hall last evening, was a brilliant event 
and was noteworthy for the prominence of 
the actors in it, all of them being more or 
less public men and citizensof high stand- 
ing, while the guests were invited from the 
foremost men of the republic. Plates were 
jaid for 250 people, and not one place was 
vacant. After the delicacies for the table 
bad been fully enjoyed, Commander Harri- 
son Hume, of the entertaining post, intro- 
duced Gen. Deniel Sickles of New York, who 


was gre eted with a deafening shout. Gen. 
Sickles related many reminiscences of the 
war, praised the Grand Army for its noble 
work in these times of peace, and referred its 
record to the Sons of Veterans as a model for 
their futuré guidance in times of emergency, 
should the latter ever come. 
CUMMANDER VEAS#LY’S SPEECH. 

Commander Hume then introduced Com- 
mander-in-Obief-elect Col. Wheelock G. Vea- 
sey, who was received with a tempest of 
cheers. Hesaid thatthe Grand Army of the 
Republic was the greatest organization of the 
sort in the world, but it seemed to him that it 
had falled to see the grand object and oppor- 
tunity it has. Ip its ranks are held a million 
men—perhaps one-half of the survivors of the 
warofthe rebellion. It should havea larger 
proportion. It has the foremost men, not 
only in pubile life, but in business life. The 
Presidentand many distinguished Senators 
and Congressmen wear the Grand Army but- 
ton. There e no reason why the organiza- 
tion should want more distinguished men, but 
to look at the Grand Army only with that ob- 
ject in sight is the narrowest, the lowest view 
that can be taken, 

Continuing, be said: Our object is not to 
promote the political advancement of any 
man, for we are organized for the loftiest 
purposes thatthe English language can ex- 
press. First is the fraternity ofthe men who 
stood side by side in hundreds of battles to 
preserve their country; and, second, the 
promotion of charity. Wehave done in the 
way of charity more than any other organiza- 
tion inthe worid has done. In Roberts, 14, 
of the Department of Vermont, to whichI be- 
long, we never allow auy old soldier to go 
without a visit to discover his needs, to buy 
medicine, to cheer him in illness or adversity, 
to bury him with all the honors that the 
Grand Army of the Republic can confer. But 
the idea that this is sufficient is erroneous. 
Our idea is not only to help our comrades in 
distress. Weshould be on the lookout for all 
veterans in the jurisdiction of each post to see 
if they wore good soldiers, if they fought and 
did not run. ifthrough thelr own habits or 
otherwise they had fallen on the way, let us 
say tothem: ‘You are brave soldiers. What- 
ever has been your lot, come into this organi- 
zation, which recognizes you ass man and a 
patriot. Join the club house of the poor men, 
the soldier.’ Ask them in and vote them in, 
and don’t be particular because they gota littie 
lower in the social scale than you did. That 
is the ultimate work of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. When you see old comrades suf- 
fering and then go to Congress to ask for their 
relief, if you have first done whet you could 
for them, you will hear the people say that 
you may have almost any legislation what- 
ever. 

Department Commander Thomas Cogswell 
of New Hampshire spoke a few pleasant 
words and then withdrew in company with 
Judge Veasey to go jo the camp fire at Camp 
Sheridan. Other speeches were made by Gov.

FRUIT WILL BE SCARCE, 


The Apple Crop Very Short in the Middle 
and New Eagiand States, 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Aug. 16.— This week’s 
New England Homestead says: Apples will be 
scarcer and more costly this season than for 
manyayear. There is but half a crop of win- 
terfruit in the fameus Annapolis Valley of 
Nova Sootia, and a still greater reduction in 
the apple belt of Southern and Western On- 
tario and Michigan along the lakes. In Maine 
and limited sections of Vermont and New 
Hampshire there is a fair yield of apples, be- 
Ing best in Maine. Throughout Southorn New 
England, New York, Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey and the interior States generally the 
promise of wiater fruit is worse than ever be- 
fore known. The apple delt ot Western New 
Yerk, along Lakes Ontario and Erie, which in 
good seasons ships much more than one 
million barrels to New York or foreign 
markets, has almost no crop whatever this 
year. 

The Homestead confirms this fact by the tes- 
timony of over 300 correspondents and de- 
lieves thatthe great majority of farmers in 
that region will not have enough apples for 
home consumption. Curiously enough, there 
is one considerable arca in Missouri and Kan- 
sas, within a radius of 100 miles of Kansas 
City, in which there is a phenomenal crop of 
winter apples of fine quality. Eastern buyers 
are already gebbling un up at good 
prices. Summer and fall apples are 
also short and command good prices. 
The Homestead thinks that choice Western 
fruit, like prime Baidwins, will rule at $4 to 
$5 per barrei in Boston and New York within 
three months; $4 has already been bid for one 
lot in Addison County, Vt., and the ex- 
ports of apples from the United States and 


Canada of the 1890 orp Will not be much over 
500,000 barrels, again 700,000 barrels last year 
and 1,000,000 in 1888. 

Peaches are a practical failure in. Southern 
Ontario and Michigan, as well as in the South- 
ern States and Connecticut. 

Pears and plums yield finely, but are far be- 
low an average crop and must command good 
prices. Grapes, however, are an immense 
crop, save in sections of New Jersey and the 
South, where the black rotig playing havoc 
with the fruit. 

The scarcity of other fruit will sustain the 
market for grapes. The shortage of large 
fruits is due to injury to the fruit buds by the 
cold snaps following warm spells last winter 
and toa cold wave and rain that biasted the 
biossoms, while drought in July caused much 
fruit to drop. 

The Homestead’s preliminary report of the 
potato crop indicates disastrous shortage in 
the South and West, curtaileain New York, 
andafairaverage yield in New England it 
spared by the rot which is now making its ap- 
pearance. Potatoes in Iteland are sadly 
blighted and are also rotting in Scotland.

Driven From Home and Witheut a Pro- 
tector She Decides to Flace Herself at the 
Mercy of the Law-—Judge McCaffery 
Mandamused—Ealireads Object to Street 
Opening Benefits—Lega!

Little Freida Huke, the daughter of the 
basket-maker, who was ordered from her 
home dy her father two months ago, 
entered suit against him this morning in 
the Circuit Court before Judge, Withrow 
with Frank M. Estes and Willis H. Olark as 
her attorneys and Judge T. B. Bashaw as her

next friend. It is the first proceeding of the 
kind ever instituted in this State and there 
is no case on record in this 
country where a case similar to it 
in detall has been tried.

She is small tor her age and bas a sweet, 
childish face wit a wealth of 
golden curly hair falling loosely about 
her forehead, temples. and neck. She has 
large blue expressive eyes and very pretty 
features which are heightened in their beanty 
by rosy cheeks. She has r brother 
about 12 years of age, and an older sister, 
Amanda, who has acted as a mother 
and protector all through her long ordeal.

AN UNHAPPY HOME. 

It was not long before she began to feei the 
tyranny of hertather. There was a terrific 
storm in the little motherless home 
ne day when Frieda bought more bread 
othan was needed for that day. and 
it became so that if the purchases did not 
balance with the appetitas of the family there 
was trouble. The older daughter always 
stood up for her sister against the abuse of the 
father and in this way the relationg became 
somewhat strained.

MERCHANTS AND THE BRAILEOADS, 


Cemplaint About the Rate for Sterage Es- 
tablished at Baltimere. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 14.—The committee 
appointed by President E. C. Heald of the 
Corn and Flour Exchange to confer with the 
general freight agents of the Baltimore & 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Western Maryland and 
Maryland Central railroads in reference to the 
demurrage proposed to be charged on freight 
arriving by the various railroad lines on and 
after September 1 met at the Corm and Flour 


Exchange yesterday afternoon for organiza- 
tion. To-day the committee wili hear the 
views of flour, Bay and grain men. 

The railroad companies claim that they 
have been driven through the unwarranted 
delay in unloading cars by the merchants te 
whom goods were consigned to establish a 
rate for storage and in their joint circular 
they say that all flour arriving at Baltimore 
over any of their respective lines at the va- 
rious railroad stations or warehouses will be 
held free of charge at the owner’s risk for 
four days, Sundays and legal holidays not 
included. Ifthe flour is not removed within 
four days after arrival it will be-stored at the 
risx and expense of the owners; if stored in 
the rallroad company stations or warehouses 
the charge for storage will be 4 cents per 


barrel per month, or fraction thereof, 
and 1 cent per barrel for la- 
bor. Flour on hand at stations or 


warehouses on September lil will be consid- 
ered as having arrived on thatday. The only 
article mentioned in the circular of the rall- 
road companies on the subject of demnrrage 
is flour, but it is understood that the rule will 
be made to apply as well to hay, corn, wheat, 
oate and all similar products. It appears to 
be reasonably certain that the enforcement of 
this order wiih lead to a war between members 
of the corn and flour exchanges and the rai)- 
roads. The merchants claim that the railroads 
not having the proper facilities for taking 
care of the goods after bringing them here 
they have norightto charge demurrage, and 
merehants will R refuse to pay it a 
charge is made. Then, if the companies re- 
fuse to surrender the goods upon demand, the 
person to whom the articles are consigned 
will sue out a writ of replevin to recover. 


Olive Street Cable te Run Faster,

the privilege of increasing the rate of speed 
on their lines. The rate now is eight miles an

THE WOMEN WHOM DICK PURCELL FOOLED 
MEET ro-Dar. 


They Give Vent to Some Abuse and Shed 
Copious Tears—Mrs. Parcel], Nee Gill, 
Relates an Interesting Story ef Her 
Wrengs—Mrs. Purcell, No. 1, Hires 
Counsel and Is Determined te Have Her 
Husband’s Bedy and Money. 


morning and there was an exciting time. 
Purcell was the foreman of Engine Co. No. 24, 
and was widely known as ‘*‘Handsome Dick. ’’ 
He died about seven months ago from a 
paralytic stroke, and it was not known until 
yesterday that he left two widows. Yesterday 
morning a woman appeared at No. 24, accom- 
panied byalittie girl of 18, and made in- 
quiries about Richard Purcell, who, she 
claimed, was her husband and the father of 
the child with her. She created 
a sensation, as it was remembered 
that Purcell had married about a year ago 
under such circumstances as were not likely 
to be forgotten; having eloped with a young 
girl mamed Maggie Gill in the face of the 
stern opposition of ner parents. On being 
infermed of hie second marriage and death 
and also of the fact that Mrs. Pur- 
cell, mee Gill, bad drawn $1,000 
insurance money from the Fireman’s Fund 
and also taken possession of two diamond 
risgs and various other property of the de- 
ceased, the new nlaimant for Purcell’s widow- 
ship hurried to a lawyer and expressed her 
determination of instituting legal proceedings 
for the recovery of the property and also the 
body of Purcell. 
THE MEETING. 

This morning a reporter called at 1016 North 
Twentieth, where Mrs. Purcell No. 2 is living 
with her parents, just in time to see the 
term ination of what had evidently been a very 
interesting interview. Wife No.1 was receiving 
a very pressing request to ‘‘clear out’’ from 
Mrs. Gill. She ‘‘cleared’’ avowin™ ven- 
geance on the whole Gill familyand threat- 


ening to make it warm for them if she 
spent her last cent. It appears that she had 
cometothe house and demanded the ring 
and other property. She didn’tget either, but 
a good deal of advice inno gentle tones, and 
the invitation which she was accepting with 
marked alacrity as the reporter came on 
the scene. The whole ouse was in 
a state of commotion. Mrs. Purcell No. 
2 wascrying hysterically, and Mrs. Gill was 
expressing her opinion of Purcell and his 
newly-found wife in veryemphatic terms, 
while sympathizing neighbors joined in the 
general discussion. Mrs. Purcell, nee Gill, 
said she was heart-broken over the affair. 
She willingly told her story of her troubles. 
WIFE NUMBER TWO'S STORY. 

„Purcell and bis sister, she said,‘‘came to 
our house and took suitea of: rooms upstairs. 
He represented himself asa single man and— 
well, of course, you know ot our elopement. 
We were first married by a Justice of the 
Peace and afterwards by Father Henry of the 
church at Fourteanth and ©’Falion. Father 
Welsh of our own parish refased 
to marry us as he said that Purcell was no fit 
husband and he knew of my pareats’ opposi- 
tion. We lived happily together and I never 
had an intimation that he was 6 warried man 
until one day [sawa piece in the Fosr- Dis- 
PATCH headed, ‘Dick Tires of Bridget,’ giving 
the name ot one of the persons as Richard 
Purcell and seying the had secured 
a <«daivorce from a *Mick’ Hines. 
I was of course greatly alarmed, and went to 
him and on my Knees asked him if it was true, 
and for the love of God, if it was to tell me. 
He denied tne whole thing, and said there 
must be another Purcell, and swore he had 
never been married. was satisfied, and 
never thought of the occurrence again; but 
my mother went to his sister and she 
said it wasn’t true, and that her 
brother was never married. And now this 
woman turns up andciaims to be married to 
him and wants his property! But you bet she 
wont get it. Dick died in my arms and I 
buried him—paid $100 fer the lot in Calvary— 
and she shan’t touchone thing of his nor 
move his body. Inever heard Dick mention 
this woman’s name, and if be was mar- 
ried to her he deceived me 
shamefully. I don’t believe it, but 
I think it’s aschemeon the part of his sister. 
She came to me right after Dick’s death and 
wanted one-third ofail he had left and when 
I refused she said: ‘Well, ain’t you got 
cheek.” Cheek! and me just keeping what 
was my own and legally and by allright due 
me. It’s a bitter blow to me for 
the only time 1 ever disobeyed my 
parents in my life. was when 1 married-him 
and now I am reaping the fruits of it. But, as 
I said, Dick was wy lawful husbasd and this 
woman shan’t get a thing of his, nor she 
shan’t have his body touched either.’’ 

Mrs. Gill, the giri’s mother, said she had 
bitterly opposed the marriage and was ready 
to believe Pureell had done anything. She 
told how Purcell had stolen the girl out of the 
rear of the house while he had somebody talk- 
ing to her in the front and in an hour 
or so sent for his wife’s trunk. She has 
never forgiven either the girl er Purcell aad 
told the woman who called this morning to 
take Purceil’s body and **oarry it out of town 
on her back for all she cared. She had re- 
peatedly forbidden her daughter to have any- 
thing to do with Purcell. he Gills are a re- 
s pectable family who have resided in this city 
for thirty-five years and both father and 
mothér considered Purcell as objectionable. 

WIFE NO. 1 EMPLOYS COUNSEL. 

Father Heary, who ratified the marriage of 
Purcell and Maggie Gill, stated that he had 
done so at the request of the parties,after they 
had lived as man and wife for some time. He 
said that, having heard rumors ot Purcell’s 
connection with the Hines woman, he asked 
him concerning it and was told by Purcell 
that he bad ever been married. 

Some interesting developments may de 
looked for, as the Hines woman is very de- 
termined and has employed counsel to assist 
in getting possession of the effects of Purcell 
and in removing the body of Purcell from its 
present resting place to ber own lot, in 
which there also sleeps the remains of her 
former husband.

Broekmeyer had entered the contest for 
he Eighth District Democratic Congressional 
nomination. Hugh Brady, the Sixteenth 
Ward politician, said that Mr. Huttig was 
Willing to run and Capt. Dan Able fathered the 
story that Mr. Brockmeyer was a candidate. 
Both reports attracted much attention from 
the politicians and much talk as to the 
strength of these candidates. It was saidthat 
Mr. Huttig, who isa German-American not 
over 35 years of age, of extensive 
business interest and a plethoric bank aco- 
count, would surely run, and that he would 
have no difficulty defeating Niedringhaus. He 
is the President of the Huttig Sash & Door 
Co., which has two large plants 
in North St. Louis and several elsewhere. The 
St. Louis concerns employ something like a 
thousand men, and the politicians figured 
that this army of workers would 
give him a big lft in a contest 
with Niedringhaus.

REFUSED TO RESTRAIN. — 


Judge Thayer Declines to Make an Order in 
the Preserves Trust Fight. 


Judge Thayer is at Jamestown, Chautauqua 
County, New York. His vacation was broken 
in upon by C. H. Krum and other attorneys 
for the American Preserves Co., which 
is the successor of the American 
Preserving Co., a few days ago. 
They wanted an order restraining 


Edmund R. Norris, Jas. N. Norris, Levi E. 
Taylor andthe Taylor Manufacturing Co., 
who have ieft the trust, from continuing to 
seli preserves, jeilies, etc. They have sued 
those parties in the United States Circuit, 
claiming that they are violating an agreement 
made with the Trust. A big lot ef affidavits 
was submitted to the Judge sustaining 
the prayer fer a restraining order. 
Lawrence A. Ryan, manager of the St. Louis 
factory of the American Preservers’ Co., says 
in his affidavit that about the Ist of May, 1890, 
the defendants, Edmund R. Norris, vi K. 
Taylor and James N. Norris »Segan to make 
preparations to resume the manufacture of 
preserves, jellles and fruit butters in St. Louis. 
He notified them that they were about to 
break their agreement with the American 
Preservers’ Trust and that they would be held 
to that agreement. They continued their 
preparation and about July 1 began the man- 
ufacture and sale on a large scale of pre- 
serves, etc. Worse than that, he says that 
to the knowledge of the afllant said defend- 
ante refuse and have refused since they 
began the manufacture aforesaid to recog- 
nize, deal with, be controlled by, confer with 
or consult the complainant in any matter con- 
nected with such manufacture and sale, and 
deny all right of the complainant to have 
any connection with or interest in the busi- 
ness thus carried on. They propose to give 
away preserves, jellies and fruit butters to 
the trade in order to sell baking powders and 
other goods in which they deel. Such a 
course if persisted in would be a permanent 
injury to the industry and demoraiization of 
the trade in the goods. 

Mr. Ryan says that previous to the organiza- 
tion of the trust there were many small faoc- 
tories operated by persons baving ne koi 
edge of the business, and goods deleterious 
to health were prepared bythem. The trust 
was formed forthe correction of these abuses. 
There are no small factories now. 

Bernard E. Ryan, who is general manager 
of the American Preservers’ Co., says in bis 
affidavit that if the defendants are not re- 
strained they will damage the complainants 
in excess of $600,000. He says that during the 
month of August the heaviest purchases of 
the year of preserves, jellies, fruit butter, 
etc., are made, and the present season bids 
fairto prove an unusually good period for 
that ine of goeds. The demand is already 
extraordinarily large. The defendants, he 
says, are selling goods regardless of cost and 
asaninducemeatto the sale of their other 
lines. e says: By selling small quantities 
of goods in different markets ata price at or 
below cost and by offering to sell larger orders 
amarket price is thus established and the 
complainant must not only sell at the same 
price, but must rebate on all orders taken be- 
fere said price becomes established and the 
payment for said orders have not been 
made. 

The trust was organized March, 1888, 
through the efforts of B. A. Fenton, a Buffalo, 
N. I., preserver; C. A. Max Wiehle of Phila- 
delphia; Henry Williams, a Detroit pre- 
server; A. R. Bremer of Chicago, and B. E. 
Ryan of the St. Louls Preserving Co. Ali of 
these unite im an affidavit to the effect that 
the business ot preserving on a large scale is 
now; that previous to the formation of the 
trust prices fluctuated from a polnt 
of enormous profitto great loss; that goods 
had to be sold in many cases under guaran- 
tees and losses on account of reclamations of 
spoiled stock were great, eto. In the trust 
they did not hepe to securea monopoly, but 
did hape to save freights, correct the eviis 
named, deal with the retailer without the 
jobbers’ intervention, to make better g 
and sell for less money. 

To sustain the claim that the trust lu a pub- 
lic benefactor there are afudavits of grocers 
who sell preserves and commission men who 
sell fruits to the preservers. 

F. N. Juason forthe complainant opposes 
the granting ofthe order and Judge rn 
decided to delay passing upon the application 
until his return lu September.

REMARKABLE MARRIAGE 


MISS CLARA TALES CLAIMS TO HAVE BEEN

with him. The youag girl denied that she was 
married to him and refused to come to New 
Haven.

A FACTORY FIRE. 


The Peters American Weel Co.’s Establish- 
ment and Other Balldings Burned. 


A re at Twentieth and Morgan last night 
destroyed the factory of Peters American 
Wool Co., causing a loss of about $13,000, dam- 
agod a two-story buliding used asa boarding 
house and owned by Wm. Kunz tothe amount

Several 
alarms were turned on in quick succession, 
but the fire was not under control until after 
midnight. Arumbling noise from the bolier 
at about U o’clock caused quite a panic among 
the spectators, an explosion being feared.

The low price of 
silver has been the cause for the abandon- 
ment of scoresof mines that can now be 
worked at a handsome profit, and bas also 
prevented others still lu operation from send- 
ing anything but their best ore to market. 
The result is that there are tens of thousands 
of tons plied up which the change in price of 
silver bullion has changed from worthiess 
rabbish to valuable mineral. 
EFFECTS OF THE ADVANCE IN SILVER. 

Few people are aware how small a margin 
of profit some of the best paying mines in the 
country are operated upon. With a tew nota- 
ble exceptions, the largest dividends have 
been paid by mines 9 large amount 
of low grade ore, and not by high grade prop- 
erties. The present advance, while it will not 
have any very great effect en the high grade 
camps, will be revolutionary in many low 
grade districts. From all parts of the mineral 
beit news is being received that work on 
abandoned minesis being resumed, and the 


receipts of the smelters have been 
enormously increased. I am about 
to set out on 4 trip in the 


course of which I will examine — gre prop- 
erties which have been abandon by their 
owners, but which they wish to start up 
again. There are hundreds of thousands of 
tons ef ore from which sliver can be produced 


at a profit of from 15 te 40 cents an ounce. Now 


these mines are valuable, but when silver was 
selling at 9 they were worthiess. St. Louis 
capitalists hold a great many such mines, and 
steps are being taken to work them actively. 
The silver bill cannot fail to have an 
excellent influence on all mines; but St. 
Louis will gain more than any other city that 
I know of, asa majority of the clainis held 
bere are low grade im the character of their 
ore. 
A NEW DEPARTURE. 

Another reason why an advance is looked 
for is that many properties are getting on a 
firmer financial basis than they have ever 
been, as ls well known to all interested in 
mines. A great proportion of the properties 
purchased in this city began operations with 
a totally inadequate capital and soon ran into 


debt. The fact that interest had to be 
paid and that there was little or no 
money in the treasury led to most 


unscientific and costly methods of work. Ore 
had to be secured at as smalla cost as posai- 
ble, and there were no funds available for the 
purebase and operation of proper machinery. 
The necessity of producing as much ore as 
possible from month to month -compelied 
superintendents to neglect the requisite dead 
work and to stop the mines asa result. When 
any impediimert was encountered there was 
likely to be a failure of money to pay intezest, 
the mines became embarrassed, there was 
no capital to carry on the werk and a 
shut down and sale followed in many in- 
stances. This process of ro eV has been 
bard on the origina! stockholders, but is de- 
lieved to have been advantageous to the 
miners, as in future it is expected that the 
owners, gem by experience, will provide 
sufficient capital. Experts pronounce a large 
majority of the mines owned in St. Louis that 
have suspended operations to be excellent 
properties, needing only capital to develop 
them. In many instaaces this capital has 
been provided, and a large increase In the 
output is expected.
